^ Thank ^ybu-f or ^your letter .of :March -.iith,-.an<l 
contents noted. Incidentally,, you dated your , letter 
March 11, 1953, but I am sure you meant 1955* 

You mention that you have just, finished reading 
VXhe "Case of the Charmingt Bigot" in the. ADL 
Bulletin and that it seems unbelievable to you "that 
a young man with a fine backroiind of both family 
arid education , could possibly lend himself to a pro' 
gram 'of ahti'Semitism." 

J mn sure you mean well in your letter and that 
you ^are a very sincere person, and I therefore want 
to answer your letter Jiist as sincerely. If in my 
"rebuttarVmy writing takes on a testy tone, I assure; 
you I don't mean it, that way, I am truly trying to 
give a conscientious rebuttal to your statememnts.^ 

First' then, I want to ask you a question. Did it 
ever occur to you that perhaps the ADL BuUdtin 
could be referring to me incorrectly when they say 
r am "Anti-Semitic" ? In the .current JVrab versus 
Israel issue, I tend to side with the Arabs, who are, 
of course, Semites. I would then tend to be "pro- 
Semitic", and fthose people that go by the name of 
"Israelites"' would be the ones that would be "anti- 
Semitic". 

You.are^ perhaps now saymg to yourself : "Well, 
yoU' know what they mean ' their use;*bf tfie tenn^ 
'ahti'Semitic' means* 'anti'Jewish'." 

-My next question to you as: "Do you think it's an 
accident that the word 'anti-Semitic' is used instead 
of the word *anti' Jewish'?" I will answer my own 
question, and assure you that it is, really no accident 
at all- that the word 'anti-Semitic' is used in place of 
^tKe word 'anti Jewish'. And sometime I hope I have 
the opportunity of explaining itto you if you don't 
already know. The explanation, however, is a little 
too e;>ctensive for the confines of this letter, but 
perhaps we can meet sometime and go into it more 
thoroughly. 

In another part of your letter you mention, "Our 
country has progressed because of our democratic \vzy 
of life." Tedinically speaking, we have not progressed 
because of our democratic way of life,, but because 
of our republtcan 'vyay of life. The word "democracy" 



doeis not appear anywhere in our' Declaration of Inde- 
pendence not in our Constitution. In f act,_ our Found^ 
ing Fathers^ were very careful and explicit to avoid 
a "democracy" and to se^t up a "republic". The .word 
"democracy" comes from ,the 'word "demos", which 
means "mob". And the "-cracy" part means "rule", 
and therefore the word in its entirety refers* "to mob 
rule.. Our JFounding. .Fathers* were very .careful,.,as 
I say, to avoid a democracy, then. They set up, a 
system where "the people"' elected local' of ficials ;6r 
"electors" ^ ' whom presumably they knew^ at "least 
slightly, in those days, and then in turn the' electors 
elected from their own numbers the President, etc. 
In this way the Founding; Fathers put .oiiq stej; in 
between the direct ejection from the people up to^^he 
President In this way then they intended to avoid 
a democracy, and by 'definition, therefore" set up ,a 
republic. \_ . >. I 

\ I would agree with you, however, that since that 
time certain forces have brought about a change y^^ 
somewhat away from a republic to more or less' of a 
democracy ' ' what with* the 17th AmendriiienV*ahd 
other things . . 

\ In, another part of your letter, you ask the question: 
^"Merely because our religious beliefs vary/ does Jt 
mean that I would _do^harmJo_my country any more 
than you?" You also say "When we are born, regard' 
less of race,, color or creed, we receive love, noi hate;" 

Let's take your words "race, color and creed" and 
Jbreak them down. Race and color are determined by 
.God, and so no one could possibly control what race 
or color he is ' obviously. But why do you, and 
,some-'Others^-7nrfact,/tHe"Current"propagandaVtrend 
is to always couple race; and color with "creed"; This, 
of course, is wholly incorrect because the .word 
"creed" refers to what people believe^ in. And what 
people believe in is determined by the persons' ^ them- 
selves, not by God. In fact, God allows one to choose 
his own belief or religion or cre^, and therefore in 
that sense it is not comparable in any way with racie 
..or color ' which we have absolutely no power to 
change whether we wanted to or not. But we do have 
the power to change^ our "creed^', as I have already 
stated. Granted, no one- should be against anyone 
•because' of their race or color. But it is perfectly all 
,r^t to be against someone be;cause of his creed — 
'assuming that the creed is an obnoxious or unattractive 
or dang;erous one, or an evil satanic one. 

I In all the public information media we hear over 
and over, "We must be tolerant of , everyone, no matter 
what their race, xolor, or creed" What if one's creed

is, let's say, communism. Dr let's say 5omebo3y else's 
creed is, for example, worshipping the devil. Or agairi 
let's say somebody's creed is to kill evefy first-born 
child and offer it up to some god who is the head of 
that creed. Should we all then be forced to tolerate 
such a creed? Of course not. But nevertheless, thun^ 
dering across the nation from everywhere we hear 
"We are against no one because of 'his race, color 
or creed." Even Fulton Sheehan at ^the; end of his 
.television program shows a card with words ttf the 
effect that "we are against no one because of His race, 
color or creed." If someone's creed is communism 
then, we are to assume that Bishop Sheehan wants us 
to' love; or tolerate communism? 

» Yes, my friend, strange things are happening in 
our land today, especially in the field of propaganda, 
and it is (these "strangle things" that I am directing 
my energies toward — to discover what's behind them 
and why our people are being misled so much. 

I And now to answer your other question. "If our 
religious beliefs vary, does it mean that 1 would do 
harm to my country any more than you ?" The answer 
to that question depends upon what your sreed is and 
•wh^t my creed is. AH creeds then should be examined 
as to their content ,and then we should see whether 
they could be tolerated or not. 

My "creed" is "Christianity".^ Christians can tolerate 
any creed ^- non^Christian, or what have you - as long 
as it is not anti-Christian* For example, Islam and 
Christianity can get along well enough together side 
by side, as neithe;r can be truly said to be "anti" the 
other, and both are "anti the devil" or e;vil. Our Lord 
taught us only to hate evdl, and to love all else. 

And so as to whether you would do harm to our 
country any more than I would, even though our 
"creeds" might vary -^ the only thing that I can say 
ixi order to answer that question would be; to ask you 
-what your creed is? You didn't tell me what your 
creed was an your letter, but if I assume that your 
creed means no^ harm to our country and means no 
jharm to Christianity, which is by far the majorilty 
preed in this country, ^ then there would be no reason 
ior us not to get along, even though our creeds might 
vary ^ as long as they don't vary in the manner des^ 
cribed herein. 

Mj:^creed, that of Christianity, is open for everyone 
to see. We have a Bible ,which is the largest seller 
in the world. Our Bibles are almost everywhere ^ in 
hotels, etc. However, I must confess that there have 
been some attempts by some persons of another "creed" 
to prevent the distribution of these bibles in certain 
areas in our country. 

Generally speaking, there are only two creeds in the 
United States of America ' that is, with any number 
of people ' and they are "Christianity" and "Judaism". 
Since you didn't speicify, I am going to take the liberty 
of assuming that your creed is that known as "Ju' 
daism" - since you said our creeds varied. If your 
creed of Judaism is not anti-Christian, and is anti-evil, 
then I see no reason why we should have any trouble 
getting along together in our couritry, but first, would 
you tell me Something about your creed, if it is 



Judafsm? As 1 said, ,\ye Christians have millions 6f 
Bibles available in stores throughbut Ilie world. 'And 
as I also said, it is the best seller on the book lists 
every year, year after year. And so anyone can find 
out aboift Christianity by reading the Bible. 

But what do we read if we want to find out about 
Judaism ? I haven't been able to find any) Jewish Bible. 
I have never seen any sold anywhere. In fact, I 
aaresay mdst Christians don't even know what Judaism 
"stands for. How can the Jews even'' know what it 
stands for df they don't sell a Jewish Bible; or hand 
it out in some manner or other — so ^hat we can all 
study it. 

I read something about Judaism in the June 1 7, 
1952 issue of LOOK magazine. Therein, one Rabbi 
Kertzer, Director of Inter'Religious Activities of the 
American Jewish Committee, sJtated that the creed 
of Judaism was as outlined in the 63 volumes of the 
Talmud, and that the the Talmud was the textbook 
used in the training of Rabbis. Does one have to be a 
Rabbi to read the Talmud? Why isn't it available for 
everyone to read? Have; you every read the Talmud? 
How many Jews would you say read 'the Talmud? 
I don't see how anyone could read the Talmud - it's so 
difficult to get hold of. After 1 searched and searched, 
and saw it was almost impossible to obtain one, 
my curiosity was really provoked, and I was deter^ 
mined to find out sometlung about the Talmud. 

After searching for awhile, I learned some .strange 
things. I found, for example, that most of the Talmuds 
there were (and there are not many available), but those 
that are, are mostly written In Hebrew, and that very 
few people can read Hebrew. Then I learned that 
about 1935 or 1936 the 63 volumes in Hebrew were 
translated into Engjish, and an the process were redu' 
ced 46 about 36 Volumes. These English versions are 
also extremely difficult to obtain — which seems 
strange to me, a Christian, used to having our Christian 
Bible in almost every room of the house, and sold 
everywhere. 

Finally, however, t was able to get a look at the 
English translation of the Talmud, and frankly, my 
friend, I was truly shocked at what I read. 

For example, I read something like this: Do not 
strike a Christian because there are many more Chris' 
tians than you, and if the 'Christians retaliated in kind, 
you would be destroyed. BUT, if you see a Christian 
drowning and no one else sees or knows that you are 
watching him drown — then, according to the Talmud, 
it says you are to let the Christian drown. 

You can well understand, Mr. Roebuck, how amazed 
I was at finding this in the Talmud. And then I read 
something else that shocked me even more. The Tal- 
mud said that it was all right to have a counterfeii 
conversion to Christianity if the purpose was to de' 
ceive Christians. And at this point you could have 
blown me over with a feather, Mr. Roebuck. 

And then, reading on further, I came across a 
section which said something to the effect that even 
the best of the Christians should be killed, and in time 
of war the good among the Christians are to be killed. 
And I read further that a high place in Heaven was 
arranged for those who kill Christians.

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THE ATLANTA REPORT

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One of the most shocking examples of judicial 
tyranny i since Roosevelt tried to imprison 32 of 
his critics as "seditionists" is now taking place in 
Atlanta! , Georgia. Five^ young anti-Communists 
have been arrested on a charge of dynamiting a 
Jewish synagogue. Thb only evidence against 
them is the fact that they were arrested on July 
27 for picketing the leftwing newspaper, the At- 
lanta Constitution & Journal. Police found anti- 
Communist literature in their homes, and, for 
reasons ,we cannot understand, took this as con- 
clusive evidence that the boys had committed the 
crime. ; 

_. Police ' claim, tliat the iioys met^on May. 5 and. _ 
plotted to blow up the synagogue on Oct. 12. No 
reason is advanced for the delay of five months, 
nor are there any reports of subsequent meetings 
or plottings. The youthfyl patriots were indicted 
by a grand jury headed by Robert C. Van Camp, 
rnusic dii'ector of a radio station owned by the 
Atlanta newspaper which! the boys were picketing. 
Thus we isee the first strange coincidence. 

More important, the boys are accused of being 
anti-Jewish, although we are not told what 
this implies, or how the; statutes define it as a 
crime. If opposed to the machinations of Jewry, 
the boys have been singularly obliging in furnish- 
ing the national Jewish fund-raising drive with 
priceless ammunition. In fact, Irv Kupcihet, Jew- 
ish columnist of the Chicago Sun-Times, reported 
on Oct. 19i 1958. that Rabbi Jacob Rothschild, of 
the,:dynam4ted temple, had told the pi::ess, "We are 
in the miclst of a fund-raising drive for the tem- 
ple, and \ye're off with the biggest BANG in our 
history!" I : 

, The Atlanta press did not report this gleeful 
; exclamation of Rabbi Rothschild, rior did it iden- 
tify as a negro the scar-faced man who drove into 
, an Atlanta! filling station a few hours before- the 
bombing arid asked the way to the synagogue. Yet 
the Northern newspapers and radio reports iden- 
tified this man as a negro! Authorities are mak- 
ing no effort to locate him.: 

Thus a pattern emerges. The Jewish temple is 
in the midst of a fund-raising drive ; the Atlanta 
newspaper; wishes revenge! against the picketers, 
and an explosion takes place which is a combina- 
tion fund-raising stunt and a circulation-building 
operation for a newspaper .whose violent liberalism 
is despised i by a large percentage of the com- 
munity in wihich it is published. 

More important, the national Jewish fund-rais- 
ing drive which annually raises one hundred mil- 
lion dollars |f or its myriad I network of espionage 
groups, the Anti-Defamation League of B'Nai 
B'Rith and 5 a host of lesser groups, faces a $25,- 
000,000 deficit this year. Contributions dropped 
15% last year, and Jewish leaders have been esti- 
mating a 25.% drop this year. Recent editorials in 
the Jewish press have stressed the need to '-wake 
up the Jew^ish community." Now Rabbi Roths- 
child reports that the fund-raising drive is "off 
with a BANb." i 

Would thiese youths meet, on May 5 to plan to 
dynamite a synagogue in October during the fund- 
raising drive? Or would the Jewish leaders import 
a scar-facedi negro to dynamite a small hole in the 
rear of the; building (which is heavily insured), 
so that thevj could have anl "issue" at a crucial 
moment in their campaign ? i 

Lyle Stuart, a Jew whose' real name Js Simon- 
son, and who publishes a newspaper called the 
Independent' (formerly Expose), at 225 Lafayette 
St., New York City, wrote a series of articles a 
few years ago exposing the fact that the Anti- 
Defamation League financed many of the so-called 
"anti-Jewish" figures in the United States. He 
printed documented stories ■ and affidavits that 
I those speaking or writing against Jewish subver- 
! sion were receiving money from the ADL, either 



indirectly, through ADL agents, or as employees 
of the ADL. " ' 

Among "anti-Jewish" activities financed by the 
ADL are: anti-JewisK speakers; newspapers and 
pamphlets^ attacking the Jews ; paying young ruf- • 
fians to beat Jewish children; paying youths to 
tip over gravestones in Jewish cemeteries ; and 
paying thugs to smash windows, smear paint, and 
dynamite Jewish meeting-places. 

Stuart took his case against the ADL to court 
and won. These activities have been common in 
the Jewish communities of the world for centuries, 
because i the Jewish group life is built around a 
myth of! persecution. The Jewish loaders, in order 
to mairitaiii theii- iron ru^ their communities ' 

(a clas.sib example of Marxist Communism in prac- 
tice) have always depended upon terrorism against 
their own people. The ipublicizing of these anti- 
Jewish acts enables the Jewish leaders to keep 
their people in a state of fear,, so that they' un- 
hesitatingly obey these leaders, and contribute , 
large sums to them. i 

We haye only to remember that the head of the 
Spanish ilnquisition, .Torquemada, notorious , for 
his tortures of Jews, was himself a Jew, and that 
the official in charge of the Nazi concentration 
camps was a Jew, Eichmann, who is now living 
quietly in Israel. 

The*^ dam.age done to the Atlanta synagogue, a 
hole in the rear wall, was so slight that police 
seeking the site of the explosion could not find it. 
The svnagogue, a splendid building, shows no 
damage from the street. Yet Rabbi Rothschild 
immediatelv Issued a statement that the damage 
of the building was $200,000. Of course he did 
not mention that it was fully insured. Later esti- 
mates range below S100,000, and one contractor 
said the rear wall could be replaced for $4,000, 
but this will not prevent Rothschild from raising 
S200,000 to pav for the damage, even though the 
insurance iwill pay it also.. Much of the money will 
come from gentile businessmen, who dare not re- 
fuse the demands made upon them by the Jewish 
leaders. ' j. tti- 

Christian leaders and politicians^ from Eisen- 
hower on down, in bemoaning the dynamiting of 
the svnagogue, in which no one was injured, make 
no reference to the 3.000 churches destroyed in 
Germanv during the Jewish vendetta against that 
unfortunate nation during' the Second World War, 
or the 28T churches and temples destroyed by a 
single Hell Bomb at Hiroshima. Japan. In most 
cases, these churches in Germany and Japan were 
filled with worshippers, helpless women and chil- - 
dren refugees from the terror unlea'^hed agamst 
them by Jewish politicians in the United States 
and England.- 

The five anti-Communist youths in Atlanta may 
be railroaded to prison (they can^ be executed 
according to an ancient statute which was oblig- 
inglv dug up bv Jewish lawyers) or they may be 
released as' soon as the goal of one hundred mil- 
lion dollars is reached. Already the press has 
dropped its fantastic claims of a national plot 
against the) Jews, as well as the statements of FBI 
agents that- they were prepared to make arrests 
in a dozen other cities of important "conspirators.. 
Few Americans know about the agreement made 
by the Anti-Defamation League and the FBI in 
-«^93S, in wliich they agreed to have access to each 
other's files'; or that FBI agents, when reporting 
on an investigation which involves Jewish inter- 
ests send a carbon copy of their report to the ADL 
beadquarter's in New Ym:k, for which they receive 
$100, a snmiwhich is not reported on their "^come 
tax. Some FBI agents receive as much as $600 
a month extra for sending these reports to the 
ADL J Edgar Hoover's i-ecent book. Masters 
of Deceit." Iwas largely written for hini in the 
ADL offices |in New York, for favors received. 
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
